A proposal for a national referendum on the question of the United States 
entering the League of Nations has come from the platform committee of the 
Democratic National Convention, and should the Democrats carry the elec- 
tions of members to the Senate and House of Representatives, the proposal for 
such a referendum will undoubtedly be vigorously urged.

Heart Disease Not So 
Common As Is Thought 


Main Cause Is Rheumatic Fever, Says 
Dr. Parkinson, Great London 
Authority i 

There is a world of good cheer ‘and 
encouragement to those who imagine 
they have, or have been told they have, 
heart disease, in the emphatic declara- 
tion of Dr. John Parkinson, of Lon- 
don, England, in his address to the 
general gathering of the Canadian 
Medical Association in annual con- 
vention in Ottawa. Dr. Parkinson 
speaks with the authority of experi- 
ence for he is physician in charge of 
the cardiographic department of the 
London hospital, physiclan to out 
patients of the National Heart Hospi- 
tal, and visiting cardiographist to the 
ministry of pensions. 

Dr. Parkinson stated that a great 
range of troubles are placed under the 
heading of heart disease wrongfully. 
There are many alleged causes of 
heart disease, such as nervous strain, 
and so on,-which do not really cause 
permanent damage to the heart. “The 
athletic heart,” like the strained heart, 
is a myth, and the tobacco smoker 
may g@ blazing ahead with the full 
knowledge that tobacco has~nothing 
to do with heart disease. 

Dr. Parkinson states emphatically 
that the evidence of tobacco causing 
permanent disease of the heart is 
very small indeed. It is easy to show 
that the early “reported cases were 
due to something else. Smoking has 
a slight effect in increasing the heart 
rate and raising the blood pressure, 
but this occurs during actual smoking 
and for sometime afterwards. There 
is no good evidence that it causes per- 
manent injury to the heart. 

The main cause of heart disease, 
according to this eminent British au- 
thority, is rheumatic fever; and such 
complaints as palpitation, dizziness 
and fainting weakness need not neces- 
sarily give an impression that heart 
disease is present.”

Lake of the Woods into 6ne big sea, 
over the waters of an artificially creat: 
éd sixth great lake, 

Other ships can go up the Missis- 
sippi, up Lake Michigan ‘and 
Lake —Superior and, 
sixth lake. 

The project, which would create this 
Sixth lake, would make possible the 
generation of a vast amount of hydro- 
electric power and would réstore the 
lakes to the water level of 50 years 
ago. 

And the cost? 
$5,000,000;- 

This tremendous undertaking is the 
idea of Ralph Keemle. Canadian en- 
gineer, who has spent almost a life- 
time studyfng, the water-dotted sec- 
tion of Canada between Lake Superior 
and Hudson's Bay. Sir Adam Beck, 
chairman of the Ontario Hydro Electric 
Power Commission. is considering the 
project, : 

An area as large as Lake Erie can 
furnish the basin for the sixth great 
lake, says Keemle. Into this basin, 
north of Lake Superior, can be divert- 
ed the waters that now flow into Hud- 
son’s Bay. j 

All that is necessary, says Keemle, 
fs’ construction of three dams and 
three diversion channels, for the three 
main rivers upon which the new lake 
will depend. Access to the lake 
would be effected by the English and 
Winnipeg Rivers, which would become 
navigable streams, to Lake Winnipeg, 
and by canal to Lake Superior. 


The project would more than pay for 
itself in a short time in waterpower 
and navigation benefits, says Keemle. 

Yet. one of its greatest advantages 
is seen in its possible solution of the 
controversy over Chicago’s withdraw- 
al of water from the Great Lakes for 
its sewage disposal. 

“Chicago is drawing 10,000 cubic 
feet of water every second,” explains 
Keemle, “This diversion has lower- 
ed the lakes level about five and a 
half inches. Every inch the lake level 
is lowered cuts the cargo capacity of 
big vessels and costs many cities mil- 
lions to dredge their harbors so big 
freighters can continue to dock. The 
loss in power is enormous. 

“With the Chicago withdrawal cut 
down and the {mmense volume of 
water added from the new lake pro- 
ject, the Great Lakes will be raised to 
the level of 0 or 100 years ago and 
the value to commerce wilb be inestim- 
able.” 

Keemle cannot see the completion 
of his project befcre another decade or 
two, but when it is done, he says, it 
will become a priceless asset to the 
United States and Canada. 

“Before long,” he adds, “the. Great 
Lakes will be used to make seaports 
in the heart of the continent. Many 
of the harbors and channels are shal- 
low and it is of pi¢me importance to 
conserve the water supply, to main- 
tain levels and, if possible, to raise 
them.”

China’s Egg Production 


No Poultry Farms But Every Family 
Raises Chickens : 
More than 1,000,000,000 eges are ex- 
ported from China annually, according 
to estimates of the Foodstuffs Divi- 
sion of the Department of Commerce 
of the United States. The annual 
production of eggs in that-country is 
placed by the sa:ae authority at 26,- 
250,000,000, or the product of 350,000,- 
000 laying hens at an average of 75 
each. In additicn to eggs exported 
in the shell approximately 67,642,000 
pounds of egg albumen and yolk and 
36,812,000 pounds of frozen, eggs are - 
shipped out of China cach year, A 
report prepared on the subject says 
that Japan is the principal market for 
Chinese eggs in the shell, while Great 
Britain takes more than half the al- 
bumenm"and yolk and almost all the 
frozen eggs exported. The United 
States buys only one-fourth as much 
egg albumen and yolk from China as 
does Great Britain. The bulk of the 
large quantities of egg products im- 
ported by the United States, however, 
“The cost of pro- 
ducing eggs in China is very low,” the 
report. concludes, “There are no 
poultry farme. A few chickens are 
ralsed by almost every family, and are 
fed table scraps with coarse rice or‘ 
low-grade wheat and other crop refuse, 
vegetable scraps, and what can be 
picked up in the yards and fields,” 


Farmers On Strike 


Reports State Many Ontario Agricul- 

turists Producing Oniy Enough’ 

For Their Own"Needs 

According to W. O. Galloway, diree- 
tor of the statistics and publications 
branch of the Ontario department of 
agriculture, many official reports have 
been received by jhe department 
which would indicate that there is a 
movement resembling a farmers’ 
strike among farmers of Ontario,

is said, suggest that agriculiurists are 
producing only enough tor their own 
need# and are deliberately depreciat- 
ing the values of their farms by neg- 
lecting improvements.

Pioneers In Radio 


Experiments Made On Moving Traine 
‘In Canada Twenty Years Ago 

At the present time Canada ia liter- 
ally flooded with U.S, magazines gty- 
ing American ideas and views on all 
topics of the day. 

In radio this has ted to the absorp- 
tion of U.S. ideas and Ideals on a very 
wide scale. To look at things froma 
Canadian viewpolut, how many people 
know thal the first experiments with 
radio dn‘ trains teok* place in Canada, 
on the Grand Trunk railroad tn 1904, 
just 20 years ago? Professor Ruther- 
ford, at McGill University, Montreal, 
was one of the very earliest pioneers 
fn radio and was the inventor of the 
magnetic detector which he used for 
radio reception over distances of two 
miles in his experiments in England 
in 1898. ©The radio experiments on 
moving trains in Canada in 1904 were 
actiially carried out by Dr. Barnes, 
who was associated with Professor 
Rutherford at McGill University. _It 
is not surprising, In view of this 
early start, that Canada should be 
jeading the world at the present time 
in contiection with radio reception on 
C.N.R. trains. Another Interesting 
radio feature, the public’ address sys- 
tem, which is: practically a loud-speak- 
er on a very. large scale, or, as we may 
say, super loud-speaker, was used In 
connection. with un address before a 
large. Canadian audience at Vancou- 
ver, B.C.. in July a year ago. By 
means of this radio device, President 
Harding, of the United States, who 
was making an unofficial visit to Can- 
ada, was able to feach and make him- 
gelf heard by an audience of 35,000 
people. ‘The same equipment was af- 
terwards used {n Montreal in connec: 


tion with the visit of one: of the 
world’s great figures, the Rt. Hon. 
David Lioyd George, who, by its 


means, was enavied -to address an 
audience of 11,000 people at the Mon- 
treal Arena, niuch to his surprise, be- 
cause he had previously used a some- 
what similar équipment in England 
without success. Lloyd George's 
speech was also given out by radio 
from station CHYC at Montreal, so 
that people over a wide area in Can- 
ada and the United States were able 
to hear his-words. 


_ Chinese In In Canada 


Nothing Humitiating in Connection 
With Registration of Orientals 
A dispatch from Moose Jaw records 
the observance by the Chinese of that 
city of a day of humfllation in protest 
against the federal order for the regis- 
tration of all Chinese in Canada. What 
the Chinese hoped to gain by that pro- 
test Is not clear. There is nothing 
in connection with the registratien of 
Chinese that can be interpreted as 
humiliating. White people residing 
in China are all registered by their 
own consulates and the Chinese au- 
thorities keep a close tab on them. 
What is good enough for foreigners 
living in China should be good enough 
for foreigners Hving in Canada.

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A Great Engineering Feat 


Long-Proposed Tunnel From England 
To France Under English 
: Channel 

There appears to be a better chance 
how than ever in the past of a start 
being made.on ihe construction of the 
long-proposed tunnel from England to 
France unter the English Channel. 
It is regarded as quite feasible from 
the engineering point of view; the cost 
is estimated at about $150,000,000, and 
it is belleved thai the better trans- 
portation facility between England and 
the Continent would lead to a consid- 
erable increase of traffic and that the 
project would thus be a profitable one, 

Previous British Governments have 
refused to approve of the undertaking 
on grounds of national defence, It 
Was felt, no doubt, that, though the 
British end of the tunnel could be 
easily blocked by the British them- 
selyes against any possible enemy, 
that would not be possible if an enomy 
landing force were able to suddenly 
take possession of it and hold it for 
a very short time while other troops 
were being rushed through, But the 
radical change in all warfare, result- 
ing from the development of military 
aviation, has greatly weakened this 
argument against a cross-channel tun- 
nel. For war purposes Britain is no 
longer an island; it ls more liable to 
attack from the air than in any other 
way. 

Premier MacDonald recently told 
the House of Commons. that he 
would do all he could in connection 


.with the matter but he first wanted 


authoritative reports on fit. He ad- 
mitted that plenty of reports had 
been made in the past, but, he sald, 
“elrcumstances haye changed com- 
pletely, and it is necessary to have a 
surveyson this proposition in view of 
modern conditions.” 

A substantial majority of the mem- 
bers of the present Parliament are in 
favor of the project, it is sald. _ 
government is willing to consider it, 
and, if it sees no objections, the work 
will go ahead. For years the argu-

This tunnel, if constructed as now 
planned, would be one of the great- 
est engineering feats of modern 
times.

A very 
bad storm came along and lasted for 
some days and the weather got so cold 
that the pumps on the engines froze 
and burst, Pumps were used to feed 
botlers instead of inspirators in those 
days. This storm was a bad knock to 
the country and to > make matters 
worse the Red River flooded the whole 
country and all the people ‘east of 
Main Street had to live in the upper 
stories of thelr homes. . Hundreds 
left the oity with a very bad impres- 
sion of the place. 

“During August, 1982, | was sent as 
foreman to Regia, which was known 
in (hose days as ‘Plle of Bones” The 
| following summer | was sent to Rat 


Portage (now Kenora, Ont), to take 
charge of the steam shovels and was 
on the job for three years, 

“Food prices were high in the west 
in those days,” he sald, “and accom- 
modation was very poor: Often our 
engineers were obliged to sleep on the 
grass all night when we were working 
out around Regina. . I well remember 
the night that the town referred to 
as the ‘Pile of Bones’ was changed to 
‘Regina.’ The celebration was held 
in a little rough box-shaped house 
with canvas roof, and the music for 
the event was supplied by a C.P.R. 
engineer, named Zulu Miller. The 
chairman of this. celebration was 
Nichols Flood Daven, who a few days 
later started a newspaper which is 


|known today as the Leader.” 


Referring again to some of his for- 
mer officials, Mr. Colljps said: “Van 
Horne was one of the best He was 
a strict business man, be had ea fine 
sense of humor, he liked to play a 
good joke and he always enjoyed one.” 

Ju May, 1901, Van Horne (later Sir 
hg = ) wrote to Mr. Collings regard- 
ing & transfer to Cuba, where the lat- 
ter Was anxious to go.

Almost Unimaginable 


Common Beetle Can Move 112 Times 
Its Own Weight 

When leisurely sporting in the alr, 
the fly files at the rate of five feet a 
second, but if a bird gives chase, the 
fly can Increase his speed to thirty- 
five feet a second. : 

It would take 10,000,000 flles to equal 
the weight of a racehorse. Clearly, 
{ff files were horses, keeping their 
present powers in ratio to size, they 


: would go like lHghtning. 


A fly so minute as to be almost in- 
visible was timed to run six inches in 
a second, and it was calculated that 
even that short run cost him over 1,000 
sieps. 

If that fly were a man with only a 
two-foot-long stride when running, It 
could run at the rate of twenty miles 
a minute. 

The strength of some insects is im- 
mense and almost unimaginable. A 
common beetle was covered by having 
a quart bettle of milk placed over him, 
so that he should be kept captive 
without being hurt, To the captor’s 
amazement, the bottle began moving 
and gilding along the table. The bee- 
Ue was pushing along. 112 times its _ 
own weight. 

if that beetle wore a boy whe hap 
pened to be Imprisoned by having the 
great bell of St. Paul's, London, 
welghing 12,000 pounds, set on top of 
him, he could march along on a smooth 
pavement and push his prison before 
him. 

A careful and scientific experiment 
was made with a ground-beetle by an 
entomologist.

Another Connecti- 
cut statute provided that “every male 
shall have his hair cut round accord- 
ing toa cap.” © There is not much dif- 
ference in spirit between this and’ a 
ruling of the Wabash county town- 
ship trustees that no woman will be 
anes as a teacher if she has 
bobbed hair. From Pennsylyania 
comes a dispatch that all the teachers 
in one town have had an increase in 
salary of $100 a year, except those 
who have short hair, They are not to 
be permitted to have higher salaries 
unless they let their hair grow. It 
might be logical to assume that the 
teacher with short hair spends less 
time on it, and has more time in which 
to prepare lessons for her pupils. If 
it is fair for school authorities to regu- 
late the manner in which women wear 
their hair, they might regulate men’s 
habits and fashions. Whiskers form- 
erly seemed to be considered as an 
evidence of learning, but they mean 
no more now than a second Heuten- 
ant’s moustache. If women wish to 
have their hair cut, evidently that is 
their own. business.—lIndianapolis 
News.
